The judicial functionary in | 
another of those free States has declared, in 
the decision of a case pending before him, 
that a slave, the moment he enters upon the 
soil of such State, or is within its jurisdic- 
tion, is thereby free, and that there is no 
process under the Constitution or laws of 
such State, whereby he can be recovered by 
his owner. That the said Societies have 
in their employment, and pay, numerous 
emissaries, sent into the southern slave- 
holding States, with large numbers of forg- 
ed and ceunterfeit certificates of freedom, 
and of free passes, with instructions to use 
these certificates to induce the slave to de- 
sert his master; advising him to take what- 
ever property or effects of his master he can 
get hold of; inducing him to believe such
